The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 8- 
1 1 and 17-19 to distinct species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 8-1 1 
and 17-19 have been cancelled. 

In claim 4: 

a. first Une, the text "In the" has been changed to —The—; 

b. second line, the text "electrostatic or electrographic printing device(EDE)" 
has been replaced by —transfer element—; and 

c. line 4, the first word "optical" has been deleted. 

In each of claims 5-7, the text "In the" on the first line has been changed to -The- 
respectively. 

In claim 16, the text "In the" has been changed —The—. 
The above changes to claims 4-7 and 16 have been made to overcome minor 
oversights and to place the application in condition for allowance. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The reasons for allowance of independent claim 13 was stated in the Office action 
dated 10-8-2003. The primary reason for allowance of independent claim 20 is the 
inclusion of an electrostatic doctor blade unit guided over a workpiece to transfer a toner 
image from the transfer element to the workpiece.
